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ABSTRACT 


A floristic analysis of Baratang Island based on the recent collections made during 
1975-79 is nresented with an introduction to vegetation. Important vegetation types com¬ 
monly nu/with in this island are the Mangrove forests. Littoral forests, Deciduous forests 
and Evergreen forests. An enumeration of 195 species is given with field data. 


INTRODUCTION 

The Andaman Islands are situated in the 
Say of Bengal between 13 0 41' and io° 30 N 
latitudes and 92° 1 \ and 93 0 7 ' E longi¬ 
tudes. Baratang Island lies more or less 
between South and Middle Andamans to¬ 
wards the east in the chain of Andaman 
Archipelago with an area of about 298 sq. 
km. The coastline of the island is more or 
less irregular. The hills are low and do not 
rise high. There are no rivers but some 
perennial streams are noticed. Tidal creeks 
penetrate the islands often far inland and 
shelter large areas of mangroves. 

The Island has been visited for botanical 
collections by several British collectors before 
1947 . Many of these collections are avail¬ 
able in CAL herbarium and these species 
have been included in the work of Parkin¬ 
son (1923). O. P. Bhargava (1938) has studied 
the tropical evergreen virgin forests of Anda¬ 
man Islands including Baratang Island. 

Thothathri (1962 & 1975 ) made surveys 
and studied the vegetation and floristic ele¬ 
ments of Baratang Island. Recently N. 
Bhargava and P. Basu made several collec¬ 
tions in this island. Their specimens depo¬ 
rted in’ PBL herbarium form the basis for 
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the present enumeration. Since the present 
knowledge on the flora of this island is still 
poor it is found desirable to present an 
account of the vegetation and enumeration 
of all species on the basis of available recent 
collections from this island not reported in 
earlier published works, with brief ecologi¬ 
cal notes. 

Geologically this island is characterised 
principally by noncalcareous, grey, sand¬ 
stone and embedded shales, with occasional 
nests of poor coal, conglomerates and pale 
grey lime stones. There is coral formation 
along the coast of the island. The soil is 
usually soft and deep sandy loam, varying 
from fine texture of the alluvial flats to the 
gravel-strewn soil of the low hills. At several 
places there are ‘mud volcanoes’ in this is¬ 
land (Srivastava & Singh 1962). 

The island enjoys a warm tropical humid 
climate throughout the year. The tempera¬ 
ture varies from 2i°-3o* C. The island is 
subjected to both the south-west and 
north-east monsoons from April to Decem¬ 
ber with particularly heavy rains in May- 
July. The climate is usually dry and hot 
during the months of January to April. 

The vegetation of Baratang Island can 
broadly be classified* into (1) Mangrove 
forests, (2) Littoral forests, (3) Deciduous 
forests and (4) Evergreen forests. 
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The floristic elements that constitute the 
different types of vegetation are briefly des¬ 
cribed below. 

(1) Mangrove forests : The mangroves de¬ 
velop well in areas which are inundated by 
saline water during high tides. This is 
largely composed of only a few species and 
the most important and dominant among 
them are Rhizophora apiculata, Rhizophora 
mucronata, Bruguiera parvifiora and Kan- 
delia candel. They are found in creeks and 
sheltered bays. Rhizophora species are ty¬ 
pical of the mangrove swamps and are 
usually recognised by its arching aerial 
roots. In Oral Katcha considerable patches 
of beach forests have got established with 
the gradual destruction of mangrove plants 
due to biotic factors. Large scale cutting 
of mangrove trees for fuel has been noticed 
at several places. 

(2) Littoral forests : The littoral forests 
lie behind the mangrove forests and stretch 
for some distance into the interior. During 
high tides the forest floor may sometimes 
get inundated with sea water. Sandy beaches 
are very poorly developed here and they 
occupy only strips of coastal flats. The most 
common tree species are Heritiera littoralis, 
Mimusops littoralis, Pongamia pinnata, 
Terminalia species and Cerbera odollam. 
The trees harbour a number of epiphytic 
ferns and orchids. Drynaria quercifolia, 
Aerides emericii, Dendrobium anceps, Pho- 
lidota imbricata and Thrixspermum hystrix 
are the principal species found growing on 
branches of tree trunks. Hoy a parasitica 
and Pothos scandens are found spreading on 
tree trunks. Palms like Phoenix paludosa 
are common here. 

(3) Deciduous forests ; These forests 
occur on low undulating ground where the 
soil is less moist, mostly shallow and rocky. 
The most remarkable species are Pterocar- 
pus dalbergioides, Chukrasia tabularis, Ter¬ 
minalia manii, Bridelia griffithii, Rinorea 
bengalensis, etc. The herbaceous vegetation 


is represented by a few grasses, ferns and 
herbs like Ageratum, Scoparia, etc. 

(4) Evergreen forests : The chief factors 
responsible for the luxuriant growth of ever¬ 
green forests are tropical climate with heavy 
rainfall and rich virgin soil. It is charac¬ 
terised by a variety of trees, shrubs and 
climbers like Dipterocarpus griffithii, Plan¬ 
ch onia andamanica, Enema andamanica, 
Ixora grandiflora, Grewia disperma, Jasmi - 
num caudatum, Sideroxylon ferrugineum 
and Illigera appendiculata which are the 
most dominant species of this forest. The 
herbaceous undergrowth in the forest floor 
is poorly developed. Dipterocarpus griffi¬ 
thii, Planchonia andamanica, Pterocarpus 
dalbergioides, etc. are the most important 
timber yielding plants which grow in these 
forests. 

About 195 species of plants belonging to 
163 genera and 75 families are enumerated 
below. The plants have been studied care¬ 
fully and identified with the help of authen¬ 
tic specimens housed in the Central National 
Herbarium, Calcutta. The species under 
each family are arranged in alphabetical 
order.
